Following in the foot- 
steps of his father, a wealthy shipping mag- 
nate of Sandusky, O., and Detroit, Dwelle 


became a traveling freight agent for the

. “Cozy Cottage” was Mrs. Dwelle’s next 
venture in Memphis. The place was at 180 
East street, in the heart of the fashionable 
section. By that time Mrs. Dwelle was well 
to do. She spent more than $20,000 on the 
furnishings of the “Cozy Cottage.” The 
walls, the ceiling, and the floors of her éraw- 
img room were covered with mirrors. In the 


middie of the room there was suspended a | 


silken swing. 

Mrs. Dwelle first won the sobriquet of 
“The Queen of Diamonds,” when, alone, she 
rented the “blue suite” at the most ex- 
clusive hotel in Memphis. Wer gowns glit- 
tered with jewels whenever she fared forth 
to attend the races. Several of the winning 
horses flew her colors. Her racing stable 
wes one of the largest at the track. Most 
people in Memphis were wondering who 
was paying the piper. A few knew. 


Falls in Love with Collins. 

It was in Memphis thet Mrs. Dwelle fell 
fn with Collins). He was smitten with her 
charms. Her jewel collection grew apace. 
It was generally understood that the gen- 
erosity of the mine operator had won = 
heart of “The Queen of Diamonds 
that the two were to wed 

Up to this time most of Mrs. Dwelie’s no- 
toriety had been of the unpubMshed kind,: 
with the exception of the period Dwelle's 
dfvorce suit was being heard here. Some- 
time in 1005 the woman “ Wellingford ” de- 
cided to extend the operations of her love 
syndicate to take in New York and New 
Yorkers. 

She ran against a snag tn the person of one 
Adolph J. Davis, en aspirant to her hand. 
Mr. Davis, it seemed, had advanced Mrs. 
Dwelle some $8,000 to pay her current ex- 
penses. At that time she had accepted his 
offer of marriage. A conference with a 
New York attorney led Davis to possess 
himeelf of a $10,000 necklace—one of the

Files a Counter Suit. 

The next thing Davis knew he was being

Of a pleasing person- 
ality and an energetic worker, he brought a 
large number of young people into the 
church, freed it from debt, and built a par- 
sonage.

Won Esteem of Parishioners. 

The minister always took part in all church 
movements in towh, and was one of the 
most active members of the clergymen's 
association and leader in movements for 
Sunday cloging and temperance. From the 
first he was held in high esteem by his 
Parishioners and the townpeople generally. 

About three weeks ago the minister is said 
to have indyced a neighbor's 10 year old 
daughter to accompany him to a secluded 
Place. His behavior gave the girl a scare and 
she confided in one of her playmates, who 
brought it to the attention of the child’s par- 
ents. They, fearing notoriety, failed to re- 
port the case to the authorities. The fact 
came to the ears of a prominent citizen who 
went to the minister and advised him to leave 
town.

Settle Question of Authority. 
Disagreement between the international 
officials and those of the federation arose. 
during their first conference when President 
McCreary contended that his committee has 
the power to call a strike. W. F. Kramer, 
international secretary of the blacksmiths, 
contended that such authority remained en- 
tirely with the tnternationa! officers. 
During a conference between the two di- 
visions yesterday the international officers 
requested President McCreary to withdraw 
hig demands for federation recognition. This 
he refused to do. Then the entire situation 
was-placed In the hands of his committee, the 
international officials withdrawing from the 
controversy so far as recognition of the fed- 
eration is concerned.

“WHITE LIES” A NECESSITY. 


Hotchkiss Committee Finds Peculiar 
7 Bookkeeping System. 


In a manner similar to that employed by 
a shrewd housewife in wheedling her parsi- 
monious husband into giving her money to 
serve household needs, the women managers 
of the Illinois Industrial School for Girls at 
Park Ridge played with the hard headed poi- 
iticlans of the Cook county board, it was 
shown yesterday. 

As is often the case with housewives, they 
were forced to a few “ white lies’ and some 
juggling of accounts to secure an insuffi- 
cient sum to run the Park Ridge institution. 
When they fared best in their collections 
from the county board there was a deficit of 
$6,000. This sum the women directors raised. 

These facts were brought out yesterday at 
and following the first session of the Hotch- 
kiss investigation committee at the county 
building. It was proved that there was a 
peculiar system of bookkeeping at the Park 
Ridge school. 


Admitted by Miss McConnell. 

In many cases it was shown that the su- 

perintendent of the institution had charged 
the county $10 a month for the keep of a 
girl who had been sent away to a private 
family, while the imstitution paid the family 
only $8 to care for the county ward. 
This was freely admitted by Supt. Susanna 
McConnell, who was on the witness stand 
during the day. Miss McConnell made no ef- 
forts to conceal overcharging the county. 
Miss McConnell said that Mrs. Charles Hen- 
rotin, vresicient of the school, did not know 
anything about this means of securing cash 
for the institution. 

Following the first day’s session Mrs. Hen- 
rotin was asked to explain the overcharges 
to the county. 

None of the other officers or dis®ctors of 
the institution, with the exception of Mrs. 
A, W. Bryant, vice president of the school, 
are said to have knowm about the over- 
charges to the county. Mrs. Bryant gave 
her consent to the deception, said Miss Mc-] 
Connell. eae 

‘‘We had to get all the money we could 
from the county for the maintenance of 
the institution,’ said Miss McConnell. “I 
don’t know much about the accounts, but 
I kmow that there was no waste, no graft, 
and we raised outside $6,000 last year to 
meet thé deficits... There has been a deficit 
every year.” 

No Evidence of Graft. 

Assistant County Attorney Thomas J. 
Johnson stated there was no evidence of 
graft or mismanagement of the institution's 
finances. But he said the bookkeeping sys- 
tem of the school was bad. 

Miss McConnell consulted her records ton- 
stantly during her testimony. She admitted 
that many of the names of county wards 
appeared on the list sent to the county con- 
troller after they ha@ been sent away from 
the institution. 

At no time did Miss McConnell try to hide 
the fact that she had overcharged the coun- 
ty. It was the only means the women heads 
of the institution could think of, she said,

IN EXPRESS RATES 


Illinois Commission Issues 
Ruling for Reductions from 
10 to 25 Per Cent. 


. 


COMPANIES WILL COMPLY. 


New Schedules to Be Given Fair 
Trial; Affect All Shipments 
Within the State. 


A general reduction in express rates ap- 
Plying to all shipments within the state 
and ranging from 10 to 2 per cent was 
ordered yesterday by the IlMnois rafiroaé 
and warehouse commission to take effect 
on Oct. 1. The reductions, which have beep 
sought by the Chicago commercial imiter- 
ests for several years, were promulgated 
by the commission in “ Express Tariff Ns. 
2,” prescribing reasonable maximum raves 
for the state, in whicn every change is & 
reduction. 

The tariff prescribes a new schedul? of 
rates per 100 pounds, according to distance, 
and also a new system of “ graduate scalas,” 
applying on shipments of less than 100 
Pounds weight, comprising the great bull 
of the express businése. The most im- 
Portant single reduction is in the rate for 
100 pound shipments for distances up to 
30 miles, which is placed ai 40 cents. 
express companies have been charging 50 
cents. This covers the Chicago suburbar 
district. The reductions in the graduate 
scales, however, cover practically all kinds 
of shipments. 


Companies to Try Schedules. 

Although there have been threats of a new 
legal contest by the express Ccuinpaniles, sev- 
eral have now advised the commisston that 
they are willing to give the new rates a trial 
and it is hoped the new cuta will “ stick.” 

By Sept. 15 the companies are ordered te 
submit for approval a form of receipt for 
charges paid. by Sept. 25 to establish through 
routes and joint rates and classifications, 
and by Oct. 1 to file with the commission a 
certified copy of all contracts or agreements 
with other express companies and with rall- 
roads. <A time is to be fixed later for a fur- 
ther hearing on the subjects of a general 
classification of express matter, the johit 
through rates, receipts, and other related 
topics. , 

The schedule of merchandise 1006 pound 
rates ranges from 40 cents for thirty miles 
or less up to$2 for 00 miles. Between thirty- 
and sixty miles the rate is 50 cents an4 be- 
tween ninety and 120 miles it is 60 cents. 
These rates are not comparable with the 
present charges because the rates are mot now 
consistently based on distance.

The 
league will not dabble in congressional af- 
fairs, according to the understanding which 
was reached. The main chance, judging from 
expressions which leaked from several of 
the conferees, is to defeat Gov. Deneen for re- 
nomination and get a legislature which will 
re@lect Lorimer, if necessary. 


Three Candidates Considered. 


Three names were discussed in connection 


‘ with the governorship: Col. Frank O. Lowden, 


Congressman John A. Sterling of Blooming- 
ton, and former Gov. Richard Yates. The 
Lowden talk came principally from the 
eouthern Illinois detachment, The Sterling 
boom subsided when the straight information 
came from Bloomington that the congress- 
man would not finance such a campaign as 
a deemed necessary.

Galesburg, II., Sept. 6.—[Special.]—Former 
Justice Alfred M. Craig died here tonight. 
Pneumonia was the cause. He was for twen- 
ty-seven years a member of the Illinois 
Supreme court, retiring in 1900. He was 
born in Edgar county in 1832 and worked his 
way through Knox college, being graduated 
with distinction in 1853. He opened a law 
office in Knoxville. 

In 1856 he was appointed state's attorney 
by Gov. Mattison for the circuit composed of 
Mercer, Henderson, Warren, Knox, and Ful- 
ton counties. In November, 1861, he was 
elected county attorney and served four 
years. 

In 1869 he was a member of the constitu- 
tional convention. In 1878 he was elected 
to the Supreme bench. Among the last opin- 
ions he wrote was that of the Illinois Central 
railway against the city of Chicago, in which 
he was upheld by the United States Supreme 
court. 

Mr. Craig had interests in several banks 
and in farming properties.

She lived for a while in a flat in Shaftes- 
bury avenue with a well known thief who 
was described by the American police as 
“the prince of crooks.” This man left 
her some days before the robbery at Chris- 
tie’s. 


Details of Necklace Theft. 

A few days before the sale of a valuable 
collection of jewels at Christie's the woman, 
who presented the appearance of a person of 
affluence, asked to be allowed to examine a 
beautiful pearl necklace. On the following 
day she again requested to be allowed to see 
it. Having by this time taken a mental pic- 
ture of the jewel, she went to a store in Bur- 
lington arcade and bought a replica in imita- 
tion pearis, but between the two there wasa 
slight difference, and this is what led to her 
arrest. The imitation necklace had attached 
to it a white tab, the real necklace a buff one. 

With the imitation necklace in her posses- 
sion ‘‘ Mrs. Grant’’ again went to Christie's, 
cleverly substituted the imitation for the 
real article, and left the rooms. The white 
tab was noticed, and a boy who pursued her 
was just in time to call a policeman and catch 
her as she was stepping into a cab.

NOW NEAR TO AGREEMENT. 


France Gets Favorable Reports from 
Negotiations at Berlin.

‘Stars and Stripes’? Seldom Seen: 
Urges Fostering of Foreign Business. 


William J. Calhoun, United States minister 
to China, urged the establishing of trade re- 
lations with China by American merchants 
in a luncheon address yesterday before the 
waye and means committee of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce at the La Salle 
hotel.

KATHERINE CECIL THURSTON 
SUCCUMBS TO HEART FAILURE. 


Popular Novelist, Found Dead in Bed, 
Had Applied to Pope to Annul Her 
Marriage. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

CORK, Sept. 6.—Katherine Cecil Thurston, 
the novelist, whose ‘‘ John Chilcote, M. P.,” 
was published in America under the title of 
“The Masquerader,” was found dead in bed 
today at her hotel here. 

The evidence at the inquest showed she 
apparently was well when she retired last 
night. She succumbed to an attack of heart 
failure during the night. The verdict was 
that she died from natural causes. . 

Mrs. Thurston's husband, whom she di- 
vorced, was Ernest Temple Thurston, the 
writer and playwright, who dramatized her 
novel, “ John Chileote, M. P.”” He married 
again a short time ago. 

Mrs. Thurston's engagement to Arthur 
Buckley Gavin, a Scotch physician, was an- 
nounced-some time ago, but the wedding was 
postponed pending Mrs. Thurston's efforts 
to have her marriage annulled by the pope. 

The ecclesiastical authorities at Rome 
frowned on her request and asked why she 
had not sought relief from the church first 
instead of airing her troubles in the divorce 
court. The petition had not been acted upon 
so far as is known up to the time of her death.

HARMON AND ECONOMY. 
; The campaign for the nomination of 
Gov.

Then, there is in the public mind a cer- 
tain cynical doubt as to the likelihood of 
getting economy from one party more than 
from another, especially as Democracy has 
its record to explain. 


| THE LORIMER APPEAL. 

Mr. Lorimer’s political strategy is the 
obvious one. It is built on the theory that 
if a man has set fire to a house the wisest 
thing he can do is to put on a helmet and 
| rubber coat and hustle out with the volun- 
| teer fire department. 

There is nothing new in the theory, al- 
though Mr. Lorimer’s application of it is 
interesting. It always proves interesting in 
practice, interesting to see how many well 
intentioned people will be gulled, and inter- 
esting to see how the practitioner deports 


himself. 

Mr. Lorimer is about as appreciative of 
the incongmious as a hippopotamus. That 
makes his task the easier. If he were ordi- 
narily sensitive td the appeal of the ridicu- 
lous he would laugh himself to death after 
one of his meetings, but, being impervious 
to such an impulse, he is, able to see that 
his halo is on straight and never even wink 
at himself in the mirror. 

It was apparent when plans for the fall 
and winter campaign were being made that 
the junior senator could not stand on his 
own case, which is one of the important 
issues before the state. He could not pose 
profitably even as a martyr. Self-made 
martyrs are tiresome, and Mr. Lorimer is 
shrewd enough to know that. 

It was his hope that there was a sound 
body of conservatism in the state, honest, 
but.alarmed by proposals for changes in 
governmental methods, which felt itself | 
without leadership and would be inclined | 
to follow any man who promised deliverance 
from these innovations, 

To capture the sympathies of such con- 
servatives was his only hope, and he now is 
engaged in the attempt. If they would 
stop to consider that it is the Lorimer type 
which actually is responsible for the pro- 
posals of governmental changes they would 
have small use for his preachings. 

Mr. Lorimer’s appeal to political sobriety 
and conservatism is amusing. 


CHICAGO’S MANNERS. 

Are the manners of Chicagoans degener- 
ating? This is a hard question to answer, 
for evidence is partial and memory bas its 
illusions. But is there not ground for the 
belief that in public places men are less 
regardful of women and women less cor- 
siderate of others? 

As to men’s attitude toward women, that 
certainly has become more negligent and 
less generous. The giving up of seats, for 
example, in cars has become almost obso- 
lete. Perhaps this is inevitable in the in- 
vasion of business by women, though the 
change is accounted for on various grounds. 

But if the “ tired business man ” or clerk 
or mechanic is justified in keeping his seat 
while the tired business woman or shop 
girl or shopping housewife stands, it re- 
mains difficult to excuse the too numerous 
instances of discourtesy to the elderly and 
the obviously weak. 

In a North State street car the other day 
two white haired women stood. It was not 
in the rush hours. It wasatnoon. There 
were well dressed, bronzed, muscular men 
in that car. They kept their seats. There 
were well dressed, well fed women in the 
ear. They, too, kept their seats. There were 
healthy youths who never budged. Then a 
young girl \rose and gave one of the white 
haired women a seat. The other, a woman 
of 65 or more, a woman who had worked 
through her life, neat, self-respecting, but 
weary, this woman was left clinging to the 
back of a seat as the car swayed and jarred 
along. 

Perhaps such a flagrant*case is not often 
found. But the fact that it occurred at a 
time of day when none of the usual excuses 
apply and in a car full of people who obvi- 
ously think themselves considerably above 
the social average makes it especially sig- 
nificant. 

It is dishonorable to any community to 
have such things occur. And it is more 
than dishonorable. It indicates a public 
morale which is losing the old time, generous 
eourtesy of the American people, which 
was displayed even on the frontier, in the 
crude chivalry of mining camps, and in 
rough kindliness of city streets. No people 
can develop indifference to the aged and the 
weak without degenerating. 

Good manners, to descend to a matter of 
less importance, do not necessarily involve 
good morals. But bad manners imply 
moral or mental defects against which any 
community would do well to guard itself, 


THE MOROCCAN QUESTION. 

The French and German governments 
guard well the details of their Moroccan ne- 
gotiations. Nobody knows officially what 
France is willing to give and what Ger- 
many insists on getting. To one thing it is 
clearly entitled. That is equal trade oppor- 
tunities in Morocco with France and other 
nations. The Franco-German agreement 
of two years ago concedes that Germany 
has “only economic interests” in that 
country, and recognizes the “ special po- 
litical interests” of France. At this mo- 
ment the ‘“‘economic interests” are not 
great. The total value of British commerce 
with Morocco is 37 per cent, and that of 
France the same, while that of Germany 1s 
but 9.5 per cent. The German government, 
emphatically a business government, rightly 
demands that its trade with any country, no 
matter how small, shall be protected and 
given an opportunity to grow. 

Morocco holds out opportunities to others 
than traders. Agadir, to which a German 
vessel was sent to protect German interests,

But the Moors are an ignorant and stub- 
born people. They. do not wish to be de- 
veloped themselves or to have the mineral 
resources of their country developed by 
foreigners. If gn attempt at development 
were made by Germans or others there 
would be the same kind <f trouble as at the 
Melilla iron mines, which cost Spain so dear. 
France would be hard put to it to protect 
life and property. Success would be costly 
and failure would reopen the Moroccan 
question, 
What Burope desires & a permanent set- 
tlement of that question. It was hoped that 
the Algeciras conference, followed by the 
Franco-German agreement of 1909, had 
disposed of it. Now it reappears. It is al- 
leged on one side that France has not been 
true to the spirit of the Algeciras confer- 
ence, and on the other that Germany is mak- 
ing trouble to get territory in Morocco or 
elsewhere. The important question is not 
who is responsible for the raising of tne 
Moroccan ghost, but how it can be laid for 
al) time. 
Germany would come ont ahead if it were 
to secure, in addition to renewed guaran- 
tees-for its Moroccan trade, a part of the 
French Congo. France could afford to give 
some of its Congo country in return for a 
full acknowledgment of its specia! political 
interests in Morocco, if it did not thereby ac- 
cept excessively onerous obligations, which 
would be likely to be the occasion of future 
complications and strife. :

CCORDING to the popular idea in 

America, every Frenchman is entitied 
to wear a bit of red ribbon in his but- 

tonhole. It may be, therefore, of in- 
terest to state that the total number of 
knights of the French Legion of Honor, who 
are alone entitled by law to adorn the button- 
hole of the lapel of their coat with a bit of 
red ribbon, is, according to the latest official 
records, 47,767, of whom nearly 40 per cent 
are foreigners. 

The order is distributed with a far greater 
amount of freedom among foreigners than 
among Frenchmen. Most toreign secretaries 
of embassy and legation, when leaving Paria, 
after having been statiorfed there, have it 
awarded to them as.a sort of parting gift. 
Foreigners who have rendered services to 
the French government and to the Frenth 
nation réceive it, if any interest is invoked 
at Paris in their behalf. Foreigners who 
give their services free of cost as jurors at 
international exhibitions in France or who 
have spent a particularly large sum in show- 
ing their manufactures at french exnipitions 
also have crosses of the Legion of Honor 
accorded to them, and so, too, do nearly all 
the courtiers in attendance on foreign royal- 
ties visiting Paris. 

With the Frenchman, nenieion: it is differ- 
ent. True, there has beén a considerable 
amount of abuse in distributing the Legion 
of Honor to editors and journalists, whose 
support is needed by the government of the 
day; also to playwrights, who are feared for 
the power which they possess of producing 
plays satirizing and ridiculing the admin- } 
istration. 

Cabinet ministers are also in the habit of 
recommending for the Legion of Honor rich 
young men who have given to them their 
services as private secretaries, or as “‘ at- 
tachés au cabinet du ministre,’’ without pay.

’ Save, though, in the case of these three 
categories, the cross is so sufficiently difficult 
to obtain that its possession constitutes e@ 
real distinction. 

To begin with, no Frenchman can get it 
until his past has been investigated and his 
antecedents shown to be clean. Moreover, 
he forfeits the cross if guilty of any con- 
duct that is criminal, or even merely dis- 
honorable. This rule applies to foreign 
knights of the French Legion of Honor as 
well. 

Senators and members of the chamber 
of deputies are barred from receiving it aur- 
ing the term of their mandate, and most or 
the cabinet ministers do not have the red 
ribbon. 

It is accorded to civil servants, such as i 
chief of division and of bureaus of the great 
government departments, at the close of a 
long and honorable career of at least twenty 
years of service; to French painters ang 
sculptors who have obtained worldwide, 
celebrity; to government engineers of great 
state works, on the completion of the same, 
and to naval and military officers who have 
long years of useful service to their credit. 
It is also granted for feats of heroism by 
civillans and for conspicuous gallantry, both 
in the army and in thewavy under fire, the 
men as well as the officers being eligible, and 
it is worthy of note that quite.a number of 
the native noncommissioned officers and 
soldiers in Algeria and in the great depen- 
dencies of France in western and central 
Africa are decorated with the Legion or 
Honor. 

In the army and the navy the cross of the 
Legion of Honor carries with it a special pen-

I have read Mr. Rothschild’s letter with sympa- 
thetic interest, all the more sympathetic because 
I realize so keenly the impotency of the health 
department, under existing conditions, to give 
. the relief desired. 

So far as I know, the ‘‘ yards ’’ present a prob- 
lem in municipal sanitatfon without a parallel 
anywhere in the world—and that is just the reason 
why I believe that Chicago will find the solution. 

The first thing that should be done is to defin- 

itely ascertain how much of the smell from the 
yards ig due to preventable causes and how much 
can be reasonably considered as inseparable from 
the conduct of the peculiar industries concentrated 
at that point. ‘Then the city will be in a position 
to insist that the preventable part of the nuisance 
be abated. Of course, it might turn out that 
when everything had been done that could be 
done there would remain an !frreducible minimum 
of nuisance of considerable magnitude. Person- 
ally, I do not believe this would be so. 
The best opinion available is to the effect that 
if the odor from the rendering plants could be 
eliminated there would not be much left, and in 
the Minneapolis-8t. Paul case the evidencs was 
that a strictly modern rendering plant could be 
operate dwithout appreciable odor. 

Certainly Chicago cannot afford to seriously in- 
jure the industries represented at the yards, but 
just as certainly those industries cannot afford 
to continue much longer to inflict injury upon 
tens of thousands of the olty’s people, if for no 
other reason than because the prodigious growth 
of the city is steadily reducing the proportional 
importance of the industries at the yards com- 
pared to the sum total of all the other industrial 
activities and in equal preportions is impairing 
the power of the non-progressive element among 
the yards industries to resist public opinion. 

The problem, however, is one to be reasoned 
out, Bot one to be fought over, and the sooner the 
city, the press, the packers, the Association of 
Commerce, and other interested parties tackle it 
seriously, the better it will be for all concerned.

CREOSOTE BLOCK PAVING, _ 


the People.]—Chicago citizens note with 
delight the replacing of the old undressed 
granite pavement of the downtown streets 
with creosote blocks. 

I wish to call attention to an apparent = 
fault in paving with creosote blocks between § 
the tracks and a suggested cure. 

Step out on Dearborn street and note 
the conditions between the track. nearest 
the Tribune building. Every five feet ur 
so the heavy traffic has dug 
grooves between the tracks where the steel 
braces connect the two rails in order to - 
keep them in perfect alignment. _ 

The steel brace causes an be 
tween the blocks, at the time of paving, of %, 
from one-half to three-quarters of an ines, 
which is filled with tar and stones. This 
filler is soon displaced by the horses’ hoofs, 
the edges of the blocks on either side of 
the brace rounded off, and ugly stoores 
result. 

This groove could easily be avoided it 
the blocks themselves were grooved so ks 
to allow the blocks to fit together snugly 
at the surface of the pavement, é 

Of course the blocks would cost a iittle 
more prepared in this way, but @ saving 
would be effected through the fact that 
repairing every year or so would be eim- 
inated.

Ingot Production of United States 
Corporation High Record for the 
Year, Says Iron Age. 


New York, Sept. 6.—[{Special.]—The Iron 
Age will say tomorrow: 

“The expansion of steel works operations 
in August, particularly in those of the United 
States Steel corporation, is shown in our 
blast furnace statistics for that month. The 
production of coke and anthracite pig iron 
amounted to 1,926,627 gross tons, or 62,150 
tons a day against 1,793,068 tons, or 57,841 tons 
a day, in July, a gain of 133,560 tons, or 4,300 
tons a day. 

“The prodyction by steel companies last 
month was 47,120 tons a day, an Increase of 
4,048 tons a day overNJuly, whereas the mer- 
} chant furnaces produced 15.020 tons a day, or 
339 tons a day less thanin July. 

** The capacity of 202 furnaces active Sept. 1 was 
62.914 tons a day, against 50,060 tonsa day for 
196 furnaces on July 1. It is significant that 
the gain of 7 active furnaces in the month was 
entirely contributed by the Eteel corporation, which 
is also to be credited with more than 75 per 
cent of last month's increase in pig iron output 
over that of July. 

‘* Steel ingot production of the Steel corpora- 
tion tn August was 1.228,000 tons, which com- 
with 1,614,000 tons in July and is the 
high record for the year. 

‘* While no new points of weakness have devel- 
oped in mill prices, the drift of the market is in 
the buyer's favor, and the concessions repeat- 
edly referred to in recent weeks have become more
